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FORTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital : 

Gentlemen  :  In  presenting  this,  our  Forty-Seventh  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1910,  we  look  back 
over  the  closing  year  to  see  what  we  have  accomplished.  The 
year  has  not  been  marked  by  any  great  changes,  but  has  been, 
on  the  whole,  very  satisfactory.  The  Report  of  the  Auditors, 
Messrs.  Price,  Waterhouse  &  Co.,  as  to  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Institution,  showing  a  very  small  profit,  is  the  source  of 
much  gratification,  and  I  note  that  the  results  of  the  operation 
of  the  Smith  Memorial  are  very  pleasing,  not  alone  as  viewed 
from  the  financial  side,  but  also  as  to  the  character  of  the  Ser- 
vice which  we  are  now  able  to  offer. 

As  in  past  years,  the  free  Service  has  been  limited  only  by 
the  capacity  of  wards  and  the  number  of  proper  applications 
for  admission. 

Of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  little  need  be  said,  save 
that  it  maintains  the  same  standard  of  efficiency  as  in  former 
years,  and  continues  a  most  potent  factor  in  the  success  of  the 
Hospital. 

It  is  time  that  we  should  realize  that  before  many  years,  new 
buildings  to  replace  the  old  buildings  on  Indiana  Avenue  will 
be  an  imperative  necessity.  The  present  structure  suffers  by 
comparison  with  newer  hospitals,  not  only  as  to  appearance, 
but  also  as  to  the  facilities  for  doing  the  most  efficient  work. 

We  need  more  room  for  ward  patients,  not  alone  that  we  may 
care  for  greater  numbers,  but  also  that  we  may  arrange  better 
facilities  for  the  segregation  of  different  classes  of  patients.  We 
should  have  room  for  noisy  and  offensive  cases  whose  presence 
in  a  large  ward  is  a  prejudice  to  the  other  occupants;  sound- 
proof rooms  are  needed  for  delirious  patients;  separate  rooms 
for  typhoid,  pneumonia  and  other  infection  cases;  also  accom- 
modations for  patients  requiring  special  environment. 

The  ward  for  children  would  better  be  a  group  of  small  rooms 
rather  than  large  wards.  y 

The  laboratory,  which  now  occupies  very  cramped  quarters, 
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should  be  given  space  as  well  as  equipment  and  assistance,  that 
it  may  advance  with  other  departments  of  the  Hospital.  There 
has  been  a  general  awakening  among  hospitals  as  to  the  vast  im- 
portance of  the  laboratory  as  an  indispensable  aid  to  the  diagno- 
sis and  treatment  of  disease,  and  this  Institution  should  be 
among  the  first  to  furnish  every  possible  facility  for  the  most 
advanced  work  along  this  line. 

Room  is  also  needed  for  the  accommodation  of  Nurses. 
Twelve  years  ago,  when  the  present  Training  School  Building 
was  erected,  it  was  thought  that  forty  pupils  were  sufficient; 
now  we  need  one  hundred  and  fifty,  and  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when,  if  we  are  to  keep  up  with  other  institutions,  we  will 
require  at  least  two  hundred.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Hospital 
to  increase  the  number  of  Nurses  until  we  can  meet  all  demands 
for  Special  Nurses  without  relying  on  Graduates,  and  as  fifty  or 
sixty  Special  Nurses  is  not  extraordinary,  the  necessity  for  a 
large  Training  School  is  easily  explained.  A  new  story  was 
added  to  the  Training  School  Building  three  years  ago,  and  five 
apartments  in  the  Saranac  are  now  occupied  by  Nurses,  and  two 
more  will  be  required  during  the  ensuing  year. 

More  space  is  also  required  for  dormitories  for  employees. 
Our  present  accommodations  are  much  crowded,  and  many  are 
obliged  to  find  rooms  outside.  Poor  accommodations  is  one  of 
the  most  prolific  sources  of  trouble  in  securing  a  good  class  of 
employees. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest,  for  your  earnest  consideration, 
that  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  providing  ways  and  means  to 
accomplish  what  we  all  know  must  be  done. 

I  desire  to  give  expression  to  our  keen  appreciation,  of  the 
interest  shown  by  all  connected  with  the  Hospital,  and  especially 
for  the  efficient  services  rendered  by  the  Officers  and  all  persons 
employed  under  their  direction ;  and  of  the  invaluable  assist- 
ance rendered  by  the  Woman's  Board  and  its  different  Com- 
mittees. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  Messrs.  Price,  Waterhouse  &  Co.  for 
their  continued  generosity  in  making  a  gratuitous  examination 
of  the  financial  status  of  the  Hospital. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  various  Reports  which  follow  as  to 
details  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital : 

I  beg  to  present  herewith  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1910. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  very  high  range  of  prices  has  been 
extremely  burdensome,  we  close  the  year  with  a  small  profit. 
It  has  been  and  is  the  policy  of  the  Hospital  to  expend  all  cur- 
rent income  in  caring  for  free  patients,  and  a  large  profit  need, 
therefore,  never  be  looked  for.  The  outcome  of  the  year's  opera- 
tion of  the  George  Smith  Memorial  is  especially  gratifying  in 
that  it  indicates  that  our  hope  and  belief  that  it  would  afford 
means  for  the  conduct  of  the  Ward  Service  in  the  main  build- 
ing, is  fully  justified.  It  has  been  well  filled  throughout  the 
year,  and  I  may  safely  predict  that  we  will  not  be  able  to  meet 
all  demands  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Free  and  Part  Pay  work  has  continued  in  about  the 
same  proportion  as  for  years  past,  and  no  patients  who  were 
admissible  under  our  rules,  were  refused  admission  unless  at  a 
time  when  there  was  no  room.  This  proportion  is  likely  to 
diminish  in  some  degree  as  we  have  not  sufficient  room  for  this 
Service  to  grow  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  Private  Koom  Service. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  property  is  good,  although,  ex- 
cept that  a  small  addition  to  the  West  Wing  is  being  erected  to 
provide  sun  and  recreation  rooms  for  the  wards  on  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  floors,  little  has  been  done  in  the  matter  of  ex- 
tensive improvements  or  additions.  In  view  of  the  very  obvious 
necessity  for  a  new  building  on  Indiana  Avenue,  to  replace  at 
least  a  portion  of  the  older  buildings,  it  would,  in  my  judgment, 
be  a  inexpedient  to  expend  any  large  sums  of  money  on  that 
portion  of  our  plant. 

The  details  of  the  year's  work  may  be  found  in  the  auditor's 
report  and  in  the  tabulated  statistics  and  reports  which  follow.

DISPENSARY 

This  department  is  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are 
able  to  come  and  go  and  are  unable  to  pay  for  adequate  private 
treatment.  The  service  is  free,  except  that  those  who  can  do  so 
are  expected  to  pay  a  nominal  sum  for  the  medicine  which  they 
carry  away  with  them.  When  circumstances  permit,  patients 
whose  condition  requires  indoor  treatment,  are  admitted  to  the 
wards  of  the  Hospital. 

Free  patients  who  require  attention  after  their  discharge 
from  the  wards  are  referred  to  the  Dispensary. 

The  Dispensary  is  open  for  treatment  of  patients  every  day 
between  three  and  five  p.  m.,  except  on  Sundays  and  Holidays.

Dear  Sir:  I  herewith  beg  to  render  you  the  twenty-sixth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses,  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1910.

The  pupils  have  had  the  regular  courses  of  classes,  and  lec- 
tures in  Practical  Work,  Materia  Medica,  Practise  of  Medicine, 
Anatomy,  Massage  Hygiene,  Surgery,  Gynaecology,  Urinalysis, 
and  Dietetics. 

The  milk  kitchen  which  was  started  in  the  beginning  of  May, 
under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Mack  is  very  satisfactory. 
Thanks  to  the  Furnishing  Committee  we  were  given  a  complete 
outfit  of  utensils,  so  that  in  this  kitchen  the  preliminary  class  is 
instructed  in  turn  (for  four  weeks)  in  the  different  methods  of 
preparing  "Baby  Food ;"  they  are  also  taught  the  necessary  pre- 
cautions to  be  taken.  Besides  this  they  make  the  jellies,  junkets, 
custards,  etc.,  for  both  buildings. 

We  are  contemplating  having  a  graduate  nurse  in  charge  of 
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the  obstetrical  department  in  the  near  future.  In  this  way  we 
will;  with  the  increased  number  of  pupils  be  able  to  give  every 
nurse,  even  a  longer  period  of  training  in  this  branch,  and  have 
each  one  in  turn  trained  in  the  main  building  before  they  are 
put  on  duty  in  the  Smith  Memorial. 

The  Staff  are  certainly  entitled  to  thanks  for  the  interest 
which  they  show  in  the  Training  School,  and  for  the  assistance 
which  the  majority  give  in  teaching  and  training  the  nurses. 
We  are  indebted  to  the  Ladies'  Board  for  the  delightful  recep- 
tion given  to  the  graduating  class  and  their  friends  on  June  23d. 
We  had  expected  to  hold  the  services  in  a  larger  building  (the 
seating  capacity  of  our  chapel  being  limited  to  one  hundred  and 
five)  but  the  class  were  so  loath  to  have  the  services  away  from 
the  Hospital  that  we  granted  their  request,  and  limited  the  num- 
ber of  pupils,  including  the  graduating  class,  to  forty-five.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  some  one  will  give 
us  a  separate  building  for  a  chapel ;  this  would  make  a  beautiful 
memorial,  and  at  the  same  time  fill  a  much  felt  want,  because 
the  present  chapel  would  make  an  excellent  ward,  and  relieve 
the  constant  overcrowding  in  the  open  wards. 

It  is  now  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  the  first  class  graduated. 
Personally  I  have  been  present  at  eighteen  of  these  services,  and 
have  seen  the  number  of  pupils  in  training  grow  from  thirty- 
eight  to  one  hundred  and  fifteen. 

One  of  the  present  class  remarked  recently  that  no  class  had  as 
many  nice  things  done  for  it  as  their  class,  and  there  was  some 
truth  in  the  remark;  the  nurses  one  and  all  have  had  many 
pleasant  treats  during  the  winter.  Through  the  thoughtful 
kindness  of  Mr.  F.  Wight  Neumann  they  had  many  opportuni- 
ties to  attend  the  Grand  Opera,  and  numerous  concerts.  Dur- 
ing the  Christmas  and  Easter  holidays  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bryson 
gave  the  whole  school  three  delightful  evenings,  when  they  came 
themselves,  and  brought  some  of  their  friends,  who  helped  to 
give  the  nurses  entertainment  which  they  will  long  remember. 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  we  have  had 
to  take  another  apartment  which  was  most  generously  furnished 
by  Mr.  Bryson.  This  apartment  was  used  during  the  summer 
months  by  the  graduates  on  special  duty,  and  they  found  it  so 
comfortable  that  it  was  hard  for  them  to  givevit  up  when  the 
probationers  came   in  in   the  beginning  of  September.      This 
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apartment  has  an  entrance  from  the  "C"  floor  of  the  Smith 
Memorial,  which  makes  it  very  convenient  for  the  nurses  in 
going  hack  and  forth  when  they  go  on  and  off  duty. 

We  have  not  satisfactory  accommodations  for  graduates  in 
the  house  on  special  duty,  hut  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
there  will  not  be  the  same  necessity  for  having  outside  nurses 
come  in  on  special  cases.  Several  of  our  nurses  have  accepted 
institutional  positions  during  the  past  year :

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RULES 


AS  TO 

Rooms,  Beds  and  Endowments 

Subject  to  the  Rules  Governing  the 
Admission  of  Patients  to  the  Hospital 

1.  A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  in  perpetuity, 
and  the  endower  shall  have  the  privilege  of  naming  the  room. 

2.  A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  in  perpetuity. 

3.  A  donation  of  $300  supports  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  for  one  year. 

4.  A  donation  of  $3,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  during  the 
lifetime  of  the  donor. 

5.  Any  room  not  endowed  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees  to  the 
endower  of  a  bed  during  his  life-time,  and  he  may,  during  that  period, 
enjoy  all  the  privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment 
of  the  room,  in  addition  to  the  perpetual  privileges  accruing  from  the 
endowment  of  a  bed.  An  additional  endowment  of  $5,000,  at  any 
time,  shall  endow  said  room  in  perpetuity. 

6.  Any  room,  not  endowed  and  not  granted  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 4,  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees,  to  the  supporter  of  a  bed, 
and  he  may,  during  the  year  in  which  he  supports  the  bed,  enjoy  the 
privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment  of  a  room, 
subject  to  termination  at  the  close  of  any  year. 

7.  No  ward,  or  other  division  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  named 
without  action   of  the  Trustees. 

Note. — The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  endower  to  nominate 
one  patient  at  a  time  to  an  open  ward  bed  free  of  charge  at  any  time 
when  there  is  such  a  bed  vacant,  and,  if  all  the  beds  are  filled,  to  the 
preference  over  other  applicants  when  a  bed  becomes  vacant. 

If  an  endower  desires  any  service  from  the  Hospital  in  excess  of 
that  furnished  the  open  ward,  a  bill  will  be  rendered  at  current 
rates,  and  the  current  ward  charge,  which  is  at  ^present  $8.00  per 
week,  will  be  credited  to  the  endower  on  the  bill. 

The  endower  of  a  bed  in  perpetuity  has  the  right  to  name  a  suc- 
cessor, which  right  to  name  a  successor  shall  belong  to  each  successor. 
If  an  endower  or  his  successor  fails  to  name  a  successor  it  will  be 
deemed  to  lodge  the  right  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  who  will 
thereafter  exercise  the  right  of  nomination  to  the  endowed  bed.

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FREE  AND   PART  PAY   PATIENTS 

The  Hospital  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open  wards, 
receive  patients  whose  means  are  very  limited  for  any  sum  ^which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means  as  wholly  free 
patients,  provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the 
admission  of  patients. 

Applications  of  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  A.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of 
admission  are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to 
admissibility,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p,  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be  received 
at  any  hour. 

In  the  Dispensary,  which  is  open  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
from  nine  a.  m.  to  five  p.  m.,  emergency  cases  will  always  be  treated, 
but  in  the  usual  course  only  those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  treatment 
privately  will  be  treated. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-con- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible:  Suf- 
ferers from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases, 
cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium 
tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose  pres- 
ence in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  other 
patients.  / 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions 
of  the  physicians  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged."

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PRIVATE    ROOMS 

The  private  rooms  of  the  Hospital  are  maintained  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  desire  superior  accommodations  and  are  able  to  pay  the 
Hospital  charges  in  full. 

The  reputable  and  otherwise  acceptable  physicians  of  the  city  are 
invited  to  treat  their  patients  in  the  private  rooms.  They  will  have  at 
their  disposal  all  the  facilities  of  the  institution. 

RATES 

Rooms  (2  and  3  beds),  $12  to  $14  each  bed  per  week.  Single  rooms 
$16  and  upward  per  week.  Special  Nurse,  undergraduate,  $15  per  week. 
Special  Nurse,  graduate,  $25  per  week. 

Rates  are  the  same  whether  the  patient  be  a  child  or  an  adult. 

The  rates  named  include  room,  board,  ordinary  medicines  and 
dressings,  the  services  of  the  nurse  of  the  ward,  and  of  the  House 
Staff.    All  fractions  of  a  day  will  be  charged  for  as  a  day. 

An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  examinations  made  in  the  Path- 
ological Laboratory,  for  the  use  of  the  operating  room,  for  the  services 
of  special  nurses  when  they  are  required,  either  by  order  of  the 
Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  patient, 
and  for  all  extraordinary  articles  of  diet,  wines,  medicines,  apparatus, 
dressings,  etc. 

Friends  of  patients  will  be  accommodated  with  room  and  board  (the 
regular  bill  of  fare  only)  when  conditions  will  permit.  The  rate  for 
any  room  will  be  the  same  as  though  occupied  by  a  patient. 

Personal  clothing  will  not  be  furnished  patients,  nor  will  patients' 
clothing  be  laundered. 

The  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  money  or  valuables  unless 
they  are  deposited  in  the  office  for  safe  keeping. 

Visitors  will  be  admitted  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  9  p.  m., 
unless  their  presence  is  deemed  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  patient. 

Complaints  should  be  made  directly  to  the  Superintendent. 

All  bills  are  payable  strictly  in  advance. 


OPEN   WARDS 

The  maximum  rate  is  $3 .  00  per  week.  In  cases  where  the  circum- 
stances warrant  it  a  reduction  is  made,  and  a  certain  proportion  are 
admitted   free. 

AS  TO   FEES 

Pay  patients  should  make  their  own  arrangements  as  to  fees  with 
the  members  of  the  medical  board  by  whom  they  are  treated. 

"No  member  of  the  Attending  Staff  will  make  any  charge  for  pro- 
fessional services  for  attendance  upon  any  patient  who  does  not  pay 
in  full  the  Hospital  charge  for  board,  room  and  nursing;  where  the 
patient  is  nominated  by  the  endower  of  a  bed  or  room,  but  is  never- 
theless able  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  physician  or  surgeon  in  charge, 
physicians'  or  surgeons'  fees  may  be  charged,  if  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Hospital  authorities  it  is  thought  just  and  proper. 

"The  services  of  the  Attending  Staff  are  gratuitous  to  all  patients 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Hospital  authorities,  are  unable  to  pay 
for  the  same. 

"No  officer,  interne,  nurse  or  servant  is  allowed  to  receive  any  fee  or 
gift  from  a  patient  without  the  formal  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees."
